DAMS ACR0S5 RIVERS. 

New Law Provides for This to be 
Pone by Cofforatleas. AppN« 
to Re4 itiver. 



We frequently hear pesons 
talking about the locking and 
damming Red river by the Fed- 
eral government for navigation. 
This is not likely to be done for 
many years yet. A hill was pot 
through the recent session of the 
Legislature authorizing the erec- 
tion of dams on any stream in 
the State to improve navigation, 
and giving individuals and cor- 
porations constructing such dams 
the right ot' eminent domain. 
This measure has been signed by 
the Governor and is now a law. 

At least three dams in the riv- 
er would give slack water to Clay 
Oity, and two would probably 
answer the purpose. A dam in 
Red river costs very little com- 
pared to the cost of one in Ken- 
tucky river, and the exclusive 
use uf same at such a small cost, 
seams to os worth enntidering by 
some large shippers of freight in 
this section, if the improve- 
ment of the Kentnefcy river is 
worth its cost, the iiii[)rnvpment 
of Red river would certainly be 
for it woald not cost the tenth 
part to tho inilf, and mnM he 
under private control which soon 
would re-imbnrse the builders of 
the locks and dams and thereaf- 
ter be a great source of profit to 
the owners of the project, and a 

great bonofit to the people of this 

section. 



Bridges Submerged. 
Two of Powell county's bridg- 
es were i()iiii)lotely submerged 
by the high water last week. 
TI'C bridge at liowen was about 
two feet under water, while the 
bridge at Walter's Ferry was a- 
bout one foot. The bridge at 
Walter's Ferry is twenty-nino 
feet above the low water mark, 
but the channel of tho river hero 
is not so wide as at the other pla- 
ces, BO the stream rises much 
faster. The roadway of the bridge 
in this city was fully two feet 
clear of the highest water, and it 
is but twenty-throe foot above 
low water, but the river is 140 
feet wide at this place which ae« 
counts for tho water getting no 
closer to the bridge.

Few of the Thtaga la the New Capkol. 

The following facts and (i;:iires 
regarding the new State Capitol 
Building at Frankfort are quite 
interesting. 

Ground was broken for the 
■rork on May 80th, 1905, and 
wlien it is formally turited over 
to the Legislature it will have 
been erected in about three years. 

The entire cost of the building 
will be .iil,10S,(U)4, and the archi- 
tect's fee iJiol.aOtJ. 

However, the money which 
goes to the architect is not to be 
paid unlil the building is com- 
pleted. 

The building itself is 102 feet 
10 inches long and 180 feet wide. 
Its height at the central pavill- 
ion is UO feet, while the dome 
rises 180 feet higher, making the 
extreme height of the doaie 220 
from the ground. 

The building is three full sto- 
ries and a basement, besides the 
iialconies of the two legislative 
halls. 

It contains y7o carloads of Bed- 
ford stone, 75 carloads of Georg- 
ia and Tennessee niaiMe, 12 c ir- 
loads of granite, (3,U0U,UUU brick, 
ICO carloads of Portland cement, 
80 carloads of lime, 570 carloads 
of sand, 600 carloads gravel, 80 
carloads of steel, 70 carloads of 
tile, ].")0 carloads of lumber, 14 
carloads of plaster of paris and 
20 carloads of roofing material, 
plate glass and plambing mate- 
rial. 

An elaborate program will be 
arranged for the ceremonies at- 
tending the presentation of the 
building to the General Assem- 
bly.
